THB DUBBIN MTTBDEIR CASE. 


Failure of the Effort to Secure An 


other Continuance. 


Selecting a Jury. 


The sensational caee of Tbe People va 


Charles Dorbin, arrented and jailed on 
the 28th of last March for the murder o 
an infant female child, born to Emily 
Dunn out of wedlock, is now on trial in 
the circuit court before Judge Hughes 
The caee woe called yesterday at 2 p. m 
but time was asked by counsel for the 
defendant in order to prepare an aflidavil 
for a continuance. It was expected thai 
the document would be ready for sub- 
mission to the court at 5 o'clocklast even- 


ing, 
but the attorney did not report, and 


the hearing of the fiffidavit, which 
cot signed by Durbiu nntil this morning, 
went over nntil this forenoon. It was 
presented at about 0:30 a. m , sod after 
dutathcg tho alleged facts connected with 
the fiuding of the body on the south bank 
of the Sacgamon in Morob, ft set forth 
that the defendant could cot go to 
trial \vithooi the •preeeuce of import- 
ant expert testimony—that of parties 
at St Louis and Chicago experienced in 
the handling aud examination of bodies 
found in streams. It wne alleged in the 
allidavit (bat Durbin did not kill the 
child, Bed that the desired expert testi- 
timouy would satisfy tho judge and jury 
that, under the conditions of the body as 
reported by Dre. Chenoweth and Harsha, 
who rnude the post mortem examination, 
he could not have killed the babe on the 
7th of March, the evening o! its disap- 
pearance, twenty-one days before it was 
found in the river bottom. The defend- 
ant claimed that be did know that the 
expert witnesses could not be here, and 
ae he had no money to bring them here 
at this tiroe, be asked that the case be 
continued until January. Tbe motion 
for the continuance was resisted by 
State's Attorney Vail and his associate, 
Mr. Mills; uad both W. C. Johns and 
Lawyer Ashcraft, of Vaudalia, urged in 
specious arguments that the prayer be 
granted. After all had spoken, Judge 
Hughea biivrly disposed of the motiou 
by sajing, "Motion over-ruled," when the 
clerk proceeded to call a jury to hear the 
testimony. 


It will be recalled that Duibin was in- 


timate with Emily Dunn, who came here 
from Vandaliu in tho fall of 1834. 
After 


the birth of her infant, she lived with 
Solomon Shively and family. The latter 
part of April Durbin came np from Van- 
dalia and met Emily. He had previously 
written letters to her, which are in pos- 
session of the prosecution. On the even- 
ing of March 7th, Emily took her baby 
from Shively's bouse and came down 
town to meet Durbin. Emily did not re- 
turn to Shively's bouse that night until 
after 30 o'clock. She was accompanied 
by Durbin; the bbsence of the child 
was noted, and Emily told Mrs. Sbively 
that Durbiu had given it to a psrty 
at the depot, who were going west. On 
March 28th, 21 days after, the dead body 
of an infant female child was found on 
the river bank below the water work;' 
and ut tho inqnest it wns identified BS the 
miseiDg child of Emily Dunn. 
Mrs. 


Shi'ely kuew it WP.B the same babe from 
its clothing, the wuy it was put ou, und 
the 0-<lor of its hnir. On Murcu 10th 
Duibin married Mies Dunn and they 
livod together at Shivoly'a bouse. When 
tho body was found both Dunn and his 
\vi^o were arrested ou u charge of mur- 
ili'r, but nt the May term of court the 
grand jury failed to indict hor aud she 
wns disctmrpod. She left for her borne 
noiir Vsiidfilm. The theory of the prose- 
cution iq that Dr.rbin tooh the child from 
its uiotbor and threw it either dead or 
alive into the Sangnmou river from the 
top of tho Illinois Central rnilrond bridge. 
The river WHS out of its brinks at the 
limp, wljicb iiocouDts for the failure to 
discover the body until after the
